The bonds and certificates so pre­ 
sented and surrendered for conversion 
must be accompanied by requests for 
conversion duly filled out and signed 
by the respective holders on blank 
forms prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury; Form 1019 to be used 
for coupon bonds or interim certifi­ 
cates and Form No. 1020 for register­ 
ed bonds.
